2,000,000 People tn Area. 

This fs the substance of what W 
P Trickett. traffic manager of the 
Minneapolis Chamber of Commerc. 
and pres’dent of the Upper Missis 
sippi Waterways Associa ion, told 
the conference at the opening ses 
sion on vesterday He said that from 
St. Louis to Minneapolis. including 
those cities, there are 2.00 .000 peo 
ple living wpon the banks of the 
upper Mississippi in industrial com 
munities, every one of which mus 
bestir itself. if what anyone who 
studies the transportation can see 
coming does not pass them by. 

Very much the same thing was 
told the conference by L. B. Boswell, 
traffic commissioner for the Cham 
ber of Commerce at Quincy [IL. wha 
pointed ou’ that che rising rail rats 
constantly limiting the territory ‘9 » 
which industrial cities upon the up 
per Mississippi can ship their wares 
can save themeelves only by havins< 
recourse to the lesser costs of trans 
portation upon the river. 

All these cities want the Govern. 
ment barge service extended frome 
St. Louis to the upper river as speed. 


made. They point out that there iy 
already building for the upper river 
a Government fleet of boats and 
harges, the exact statue of which ix 
not clearly understood up here, but 
which is to be explained to the con- 
ference today by Edward F. Goltra 
who has been invited up from St 
Louis for that purpose. 
{t ig felt all along the river that 
the upper Mississippi is perfectly 
navigable and that the transporta- 
tion situation is such as to compel its 
se. , 
Trickett said in the course of his 
address: “This river can be made to 
do for the producing centers and 
markets served by it quite as much 
us the Great Lakes have done for the 
lake ports. Potential river competi- 
tion ts no longer recognized either by 
the rai! carriers or the rate reculat- 
ing bodies. So why longer delay this 
important work 

Rail and Water Traffic. 
“If the cities of the upper valley 
are to have their proper share of 
the constantly expanding domestic 
and foreign trade of the United 
States, they must be able to move 
their traffic both by rail and water 
as the principal competitors of these 
cities are doing.” 
Population figures submitted at 
the conference from the river cities 
were itneresting. 
They make the lower river seem 
by comparisor an almost uninhabited 


waste. They include Minneapolis.

“Omitting for the moment. the 
vastivy higher cost of freight. by rail 
than by water. I ask. can the rail- 
r ° . now adequately serve the com- 
merce of thir country? The answer 
is that In 1916 a committee of rail- 
road experts found and reported that 
if traffic should continue to Increase 
during the succeeding 10 years as 
during the preceding 20 vears. the 
railroads would be obliged to spend 
$1,.590.000,000 per year totaling $15,- 
000,000,000 

“Later and upon suggestion of 
New York bankers, another and 
further investigation was made by 
a committee of eminent engineers. 
who reported that. at prevailing 
prices, it would requtre at least $15.- 
600.000.9000 to put the railroads into 
eondition to handie the traffic of the 
eountry with reasonabie effictency.

“*it is hereby declared ty be the 
policy of Congress to promote, en- 
courage and develop water transpor- 
tation, service and facilities in con- 
nection with the commerce of the 
('nited States. and to foster and pre 
serve in full vigor both rail and wa 
ter transportation. And our or 
ganization should be fully equipped 
te co-operate with Congress in car 
rying out this policy 

28.000 Miles of Waterway. 

“The United States have 28.000 
miles of waterway. less than 2000 
miles of which now have depend 
able channels. Contrast this with 
France, Belgium, Holland and. Ger 
many, having 23.200 miles of inland 
waterway actually navigable and you 
have proof of the negligence of the 
('nited States, for altogether thos~ 
four foreign nations are but one- 
seventh the size of our country. 

“With navigation at St. Louis to 
New Orleans and Chicago and Mi!- 
waukee to New York. at Duluth to 
New York, we are in a pocket from 
which we can escape only by-~navi- 
zation of the upper Mississippi Riv- 
er. Even if we were not in such a 
pocket. there are 2.000.000 people 
living tmmediately upon the banks 
of the upper river with whom we 
‘esire to trade. 

“We need all kinds of transrporta- 
tion, railways, waterways and hi.ch- 


ways. Th yressing problem of to- 
day is not production, it is distri- 
bution. If we are to expand our ih 


dustrial and commerc a’ life in the 
future as we have in the past. we 
must exraind our meen: of distribu- 


tion, the same as our formidable 
competitors have done. We -‘nust 
have waterways. We must have

“Nearly half the families that; 
were under the care of the Provident | 
in the past year required no material | 
retief in any form, yet each of them | 
was struggling against problems that 
were undermining its happiness and 
well-being. 

Purpose of Work. 

“The purpose of family social 
work is to lead families out of their | 
poverty, so that alms will not be| 
needed. The social worker no longer | 
makes an investigation in the old | 
sense of the word, for the purpose | 
of giving reli2f. On the contrary, | 
she makes a friendly, sympathetic. 
inquiry into conditions, to ascertain | 
what the problems are, and to obtain | 
information that will help in their! 
solution. If relief is needed, she or- @& 
ders it from the relief department. | 

“The test of her efficiency is the re- | = 
sults secured in better health, great- | a 
er faithfulness and regularity in em- | 
ployment, better economies in home| = 
management, better school attend-|& 
ance, better connections with church | B 
and Sunday school, better relations | = 
between husband and wife where 
friction exists, better environment, 
and higher ideals in the families tu..- 
der her care. Her efficiency is 
meastired by her ability to transform 
bad homes into good homes for the 
rearing of our future citizens; bv 
her ability to convert families that 
are community liabilities into com- 
munity assets.” 

The report states that 2063 fam- 
illes were under the care of the so- 
cial service department during the 
past year, of which 1202 were white 
families of American birth and 510 
were negro families. In the remain- 
ing 351 families, of foreign birth, 31 
nationalities were represented. The 
number of visits made by the asso- 
cilation’s representatives was more 
than 33,000, it is stated. . 

One-Fourth Self-Supporting. 

One-fourth of the families were 
self-supporting, and were helped in 
other ways than by material aid. An- 
other fourth, which had not been 
self-supporting, was made complete- 
ly so, it is stated. 

Activities and developments men- 
tioned in the report are the work 
of the Urban League for Improve- 
ment of Conditions Among Negroes, 
which tries to train them in thrift 
and good habits, and to help them 
in obtaining better employment; the 
summer health camp, to which 310 
women and children were sent the 
past summer; the women's auxiliary, 
which has made and collected gar- 
ments; the school aid, to provide 
clothing and shoes to enable poor 
children to attend school, and co- 
operation with the Red Cross and 
other agencies. 

For the future, the report de- 
clares, extension into the field of 
welfare and prevention is to be de- 
sired. “The great fund of informa- 
tion which the Provident is gather- 
ing,” the report says, “should be an- 
alyzed and used in arousing public 
action to shut off mere of the pov- 
erty and misery at its source. A be- 
ginning has been made in a study of 
wife desertion, its cost, its treat- 
ment and the laws and court pro- 
cedure relating to it. This may point 
the way to the study of other sub- 
jeotsa, such as feeble-mindedness, 
nervous disorders and housing.”

Coal an Essential Item. 


After bread, which by averting 
famine is the first antidote to Bol- 
shevism, coal is the most essential 


item in Italy’s economic fabric, since | 


without it industries shut down, un- 
employment spreads, the working 
class has no money to buy food, and 
revolution springs into being. In 
pre-war vears the country consumed 
11,000,000 tons of coal annually. 
Now its requirements have been cut 
to a minimum of 5,500,000 tons, 
largely through economy in domestic 
usage, yet it still gets less than the 
amounts allotted to it.- And what it 
does get is charged for at a ruinous 
price—over 15 times the rate of 
1913. 

American coal that cost 40 lire a 
ton delivered in Genoa before the 
war now comes to 700.lire a ton, 


while British is about 525 lire. “It is | 


economically possible for manufac- 
turers to use American fuel only 
when the dollar is below 18 lire. 
With the dollar at 24 lire, Italians 
cannot possibly buy coa! across the 
Atlantic. At such a period—and it 
exists today—many industrial mag- 


| Mates would like to close up their 


plants. They cannot do so, however, 
because the employers’ lockout 
would inevitably be answered by the 
lockout of the employer—that is, the 
seizure of the factory by the em- 
ployes.

W. D, VANDERLIP SAYS MISSION. 
IN RUSSIA IS COMMERCIAL 


Denies He Went to Moscow for 
Harding—Telis of Leasing 400,- 
000 Square Miles in Russia. 


Py the Associated Prens. 
STOCKHOLM, Nov. 17.—W. D. 


Vanderlip of California, who has 
been in Russia seeking concessions 
for a Western syndicate and has re- 
cently arrived here, has issued a 
atatement denying the intimation | 
that he had been in Moscow at the 
instigation of Senator Warren G. 
Harding, in an endeavor tc bring 
about recognition of Russia by the 


United States. 

“Tl came to Russia for commercial 
purposes,” he declared, “and I have 
succeeded in my efforts.” 

Vanderlip announced that he had 
leased for 60 years in behalf of the 
syndicate 400,000 square miles of 
Russian territory and that he had 
made other extensive contracts, With 
respect to these he said: 

“T have obtained an agreement 
whereby the Russian Government 
will purchase in three years $3,000,- 
000 worth of merchandise, offering 
payment therefor in gold, platinum, 
furs, oll products, manganese, cop- 
per, timber, pulp wood, flax, hides, 
erain and othe? raw materials, great 
quantities of which are ready for tm- 
mediate shipment. Preference ts to 
be given to ships of the American 
merchant marine. 

Vanderlip asserts that within a 
few months conditions tn the Far 
Bast will be returning to normal, and 
that goods purchased in America 
will rmove freely from all Pacific 
coast ports over the Chinese Eastern

It was considered a devil's game, 
with magic. of some black variety 
woven through. S8t. Peter Damian. 
Cardinal Bishop of Ostia, in 1061, 
they say, wrote stinging lettersto a 
Bishop caught red-handed at the 
board. Was it seemly, said thie godly 
one, “to sport away thy evening 
amidet the vanity of chess?" (It 
would be easy, by the way, to take 
exception with the Bishop for his 
phraseology — chess-playing has 
never seemed like sporting away the 
time to most of us. But that is not 
the point.) Excommunications were 
issued right and left because of 
chess. And St. Louis of France had 
a deadly system of fines.
